CHRISTMAS FARE.

This special little finish should not 
be omitted if the eiderdown 1s intended for a 
present to someone, 

When the letter is finished on the material, 
make into a bag, stuff with down and finish 
in the usual way. Sew the small bags round 
this until you have the size required for the 
eiderdown, and then finish off.

Ms SULLIVAN, the last of the 

King’s Serjeants in Ireland, left 
Ireland after the signing of the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty; and now he has written a 
book of reminiscences which he names with 
a title that alludes sorrowfully to certain 
lines by Thomas’ Moore. 

Half of this book is breezy and amusing 
reading ; the other half is written with a 
pen dipped in gall. Serjeant Sullivan 
describes, in this latter half, the course 
of recent Irish ' history, as he saw from 
an angle of peculiar advantage, and. he 
spares no words in his castigation of the 
Sinn Féin movement, of the clergy, and 
of British Ministers, whom he regards as 
weaklings, who surrendered to outrage 
after turning deaf ears to the counsel of 
one who knew Ireland with exceptional 
intimacy. Of the bitter side of the book 
it is not pleasant to write; for the very 
recalling to memory of the savage times 
that it describes is galling.

WOMAN'S NEW STATUS IN 
EAST. 


Now that the Turkish woman has been 
““emancipated,' how is she to be saluted by 
a friend who meets her in the street? 
Hitherto it has been the rule never to notice 
a woman in public. Even the former Young 
Turks, supposed reformers as they were, 
ignored women, 

If two men met in the street, and one of 
them was accompanied by his wife, the other 
would pay no attention whatever to her, even 
if they stood and chatted for some time. But 
at the end of the meeting, as they parted, he 
would take leave of his friend’s wife as 
though he had only that moment discovered 
her presence. 

Nor was this pract ce regarded as a slight 
to women or as expressive of lack of respect. 
On the contrary, the theory was that the 
woman was so superior a being that a mere 
man was not privileged to address her. 

Now that the veil has been abolished, and 
women go abroad with their faces visible, 
the Western custom cf handshaking is coming 
into favour, and a great propaganda for it is 
being made. Indeed, it is represented that 
it is not at all a mere copying of a European 
custom, but the revival of an ancient Turkish 
greeting which for centuries had fallen into 
disuse, but which is still practised in some 
remote parts of Turkey, as well as in various 
Central Asian communities.

‘* THE PEACOCK.” 


OPENING OF A NEW DUBLIN 
THEATRE. 


The Feacock theatre attached to the Abbey i 


was opened last night with each of its one 
hundred seats filled, when the New Players 
presented for the first time in this country, 
"From Morn to Midnight,’’ translated from 


the German of Georg Kaiser. 
It is a cosy miniature theatre, decorated 


attractively in the tone of blue that gives it 


his name. For all that, it is so small, it 
is quite complete and comfortable, both for 
the players and the audience. It fills a want 
long apparent in Dublin—namely, the 
existence of a small theatre, where, at almost 
infinitesimal expense, dramatic experiments 
can be tried out. If all such ventures are as 
successful in the future as was that of the 
opening night, the establishment of the Pea- 
cock will prove to have been a good thing 
for Dublin, where there is undoubtedly a 
growing interest in the work of the legitimate 
stage. 

'“ From Morn to Midnight ”’ is a strange 
lay. A cashier in a country town bank 
fives with his grandmother, mother, wife and 
ugly children in a stupid, comfortable, lower 
middle-class home, where there is a har- 
monium embroidery; and a chop for dinner. 
One day a lady from Florence comes to the 
bank bringing with her the atmosphere of 
orange groves, and romance bursts suddenly 
into the little man’s dull soul. He embezzles 
a tidy sum—and does it, by the way, with a 
‘clumsiness that only a German dramatist 
would dare to present—and then finds tl.at 
the lady is there simply for ordinary busi- 
ness reasons, and knows nothing and cares 
less about him and his passion. Something 
breaks in his brain, and he wanders through 
different scenes until the end comes in a 
Salvation Army hall, where he discovers his 
real soul. 

The author puts a large number of 

characters on the stage, but the only one 
that counts is the cashier, played finely by 
Mr. Laurence Elyan. After the first of the 
seven scenes he held the stage and the 
audience bit by bit, building up the fateful- 
ness of all that happens. His destiny is 
inevitable, but its fulfilment is unexpected. 
To illustrate the working of the semi-crazed 
mind, Mr. Elyan has to speak several long 
monologues at a great pace; yet it was there 
that he was most real, and brought the play 
most acutely home. All the sardonic humour, 
or humorous cynicism, was brought out with- 
out asserting emphasis. This study of a 
very difficult part fully deserved the en- 
coniums generously given by the discriminat- 
ing auditorium. 
_ The others in the cast hardly call for men- 
iton, except, perhaps, Miss Edith Dodd, in 
one fine burst of tense acting, when it is 
borne in on her unimaginative soul that her 
husband, the absconded cashier, has left her. 
The scene in the Salvation Army Hall is par- 
ticularly well staged, and it is there that Mr. 
Denis Johnston, the producer, is at his best. 
Perhaps one of the reasons for its going so 
well is that the eve was not distracted—some 
might even say pained—by the flamboyant 
eccentricity of the background, as designed.

THE ANCESTOR OF THE 
HUMAN RACE. 


NEANDERTHAL THEORY 
REVIVED. 


The whole question of man’s ancestry, with 
special reference to fhe claims of the Nean- 
derthal remains, is likely to be reopened by 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka’s support of Huxley’s view. 
He has re-surveyed all the evidence and put 
forward his conclusions at a meeting of the 
Fellows of the Royal Anthropological In- 
stitute. All the indications, he said, favour 
the assumption that modern man has been 
evolved directly from Neanderthal man. 

Dr. Hrdlicka is a Professor in the Smith- 
sonian Institute at Washington, and, in the 
opinion of Sir Arthur Keith, there is no one 
whose opinion on the matter is more worthy 
of consideration. 

Sir Arthur Keith, when asked for his view 
of Dr. Hrdlicka’s statement, reéalled in the 
first place, that Neanderthal man—that 
curious species of ancient man—was dis- 
covered in 1856, and that Huxley, having ex- 
amined the remains, came to the conclusion 
that it represented an ancestral stage, and had 
been transformed into modern European man. 
it [hat was the view that Huxley held.” 
Sir Arthur said, “but as we got to know 
ancient Europe, and as we have found no 
transition between the two, we have con- 
claded that Neanderthal man and European 
man were descendants of a common ancestor 
—that we were really. cousins, as it were 
not direct descendants.

come an actual fact. 


“ FREEDOM ” OF THE PRESS.

LS TDOLEN, 


HAUL FROM LONDON 
ARTIST'S HOUSE. 
aint 

Rare art treasures of great value were 
stolen in the early hours of yesterday by 
thieves who broke into the house of Mr. 
Percyval Tudor-Hart, artist, of Melbury 
road, West Kensington, London. The 
property carried away included : — 

A fifteenth-century painting on wood 
panel of the Virgin and Child, by Baldo- 
vinetti ; 

Five Chinese carved ivory snuff boxes, 

An amber pendant, and 

A gold filigree cross. 

The thieves climbed over some palings 
from the street into the garden at the 
back of Mr. Tudor-Hart’s house, and, 
getting a ladder which some builder's men 
had left in the garden of a. neighbouring 
house, they were able, with its aid, to 
enter a window leading to the first floor 
staircase. 

They then made a thorough examina- 
tion of the contents of several rooms, but 
the sort of booty which appeals to the 
ordinary . house-breaker—silver, cutlery, 
silver ornaments, etc.—was left entirely 


untouched. 

They made no attempt to force cash 
boxes or the strong room door. All the 
articles that they stole were taken from 
the drawingroom. The Baldovinetti was 
moved from its place on the wall and the 
snuff boxes were taken from a cabinet. 


REFUSED £3,000. 

The frame which had contained the 
picture was subsequently found in a corner 
of the garden, where the thieves had 
apparntly stopped to remove the panel. 

Mr. Tudor Hart told a Press Associa- 
tion representative that he strongly 
believed that the thieves had visited his 
home for the express purpose of stealing 
the picture. 

“ What its exact value is I cannot say, 
of course; but the works of Baldovinetti, 
who 1s regarded as one of the great 
Italian artists of his time, are now 
extremely rare. I bought this example 
privately in London four or five years ago, 
and I have refused an offer of £3,000 for 
it. Originally it came from Florence. 

“ Baldovinetti’s art was expressed in 
various forms, including stained glass. I 
had no intention of selling this picture 
under any circumstances, and I sincerely 
hope that the publication of its description 
will prevent it being taken out of the 
country. 


CHINESE SNUFF BOXES. 

“ The Chinese snuff boxes were probably 
worth several hundreds of pounds. There 
was a number of them in the drawer of 
the cabinet, and the thieves left behind 
those of least value. This, again, seemed 
to indicate that they were men with expert 
knowledge of works of art.” 

In the studio was a valuable Gains- 

borough. 
. [ Baldovinetti, who was born in Florence 
in 1427, is regarded as one of the most 
prominent masters of the early Florentine 
renaissance. It is stated that he sketched 
his compositions in fresco, but finished them 
in secco, tempering his colours with the yolk 
of an egg mixed with a liquid varnish, Owing 
to this peculiar process, his pictures are now 
in a very bad state of preservation. ] 


MOTOR’ BANDITS,

ONE CAR ABANDONED: 
ANOTHER STOLEN. 


A four-seater motor car, bearing a 
Middlesex registration mark, found 
abandoned on a country road in Kent, is 
believed by the Sittingbourne police to be 
the clue to raids on two public-houses and 
the theft of another motor car, all of 
which were committed in the county early 
yesterday morning. 

From first to last no policeman saw 
anything of the raiders, who are believed 
to have numbered three. The police theory 
is that they left London in a motor car 
late last Saturday night, and broke into a 
public-heuse at Strood. After helping 
themselves to some spirits, tobacco and 
money, they seem to have gone to Rain- 
ham, where another hotel was forcibly 
entered, and some bottles and cigars taken 
from the bar. 

The party then appear to have driven 
towards Sittingbourne, but, after travel- 
ling about two miles, their car broke down 
and they abandoned it by the roadside.

- AWAY. HOUSES. 


PEOPLE WARNED BY 
AEROPLANE. 
CHILDREN RESCUED IN 
NICK OF TIME. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

Aeroplanes have been used for the first 
time in Europe to warn the population of 
the danger of floods ‘in South-West 
Germany, when 16 hours of a continuous 
deluge caused the Rhine and its tribu- 
taries to rise at an alarming speed. 

When the danger point was reached 
several ‘planes were sent up to report the 
extension of the floods. One of them 
signalled the urgent danger from the on- 
sweeping flood wave to the Palatinate 
town of Zweibruken. 

The Fire Brigade and volunteers were 
called out, and helped to save 100 persons, 
including 33 children. The rescuers had 
a close race with the flood, the last in- 
habitant having barely cleared out when 
the rising waters swept away the wooden 
houses. 


HOSPITALS CROWDED WITH 
REFUGEES. 

The Rhine rose four feet within a few 
hours at Coblence and Mosel, reaching a 
point ten feet above normal 

The Neckar rising at the rate of four 
inches an hour, sept away part of the 
new canal works, 300 workmen having to 
evacuate them hurriedly. 

The railway track from Freiburg to Bale 
was submerged and traffic had to be 
diverted to another line. 

The damage to property and cattle in 
the whole of South-West Germany is esti- 
mated at £200,000. The hospitals and 
schools of the Black Forest and Palatinate 
are crowded with refugees. 


SEVERE FROST IN 
DUBLIN. 


SNOW PLOUGHS OUT IN 
YORKSHIRE. 

Dubliners awoke yesterday morning to 
find the streets and gardens glittering 
under a mantle of hoar frost, which soon 
vanished under the influence of brilliant 
sunshine It remained an exceptionally 
fine day for. the time of year, and almost 
as many people were abroad as on a sunny 
Sunday in summer. 

Following the unusually warm weather 
at the beginning of the month there was 
a sharp drop in the temperature, some of 
the nights being more Arctic than have 
been experienced since January last, The 
maximum temperatures in Dublin for the 
past fortnight were as given below.

DEEP SNOWDRIFTS ON YORKSHIRE 
WOLDS. 

Snowploughs were in use on Saturday 
after a blizzard on the higher Yorkshire 
Wolds at Fridaythorpe. The drifts in 
places were four feet deep. A millers 
transport from Driffield and other vehicles 
were blocked in the drifts, and traffic 
generally was held up. 

The state of the water, the hard frost 
of the previous night, and adverse winds 
resulted in poor sport at Henley yester- 
day, when the London Anglers’ Associa- 
tion held their annual competition for 
the Geen Cup. Only 375 of the 553 
entrants competed, and only thirty fish 
were weighed in, the entire catch totalling 
13 Ibs. 5 ounces 12 drams. > 

A meteorological expert is of opinion 
that milder weather may be experienced 
during the next few days. “The cold 
air currents which we have been getting 
from the Polar regions,” he said, ' have 
now been diverted by westerly air currents 
from the Atlantic.” 


STORM IN BOMBAY. 


MANY PARTS OF THE TOWN 
FLOODED.

A severe storm of an unusual character 
for this time of the year swept over 
Bombay yesterday, and nearly five inches 
of rain fell. The departure of the mail 
steamer was delayed for several hours, 
and various incoming ships were reported 
overdue. Many parts of the town were 
flooded, and railway and other traffic was 
much delayed. 

A few days ago the temperature was 
nearly 90, but this morning it went down 
to 68, causing all Bombay to shiver.

The Government enjoins the population 
not to trim or shave the beard, and either 
to clean-shave the head or leave the hair 
entirely uncut.

It is also forbidden to wear gold orna- 
ments or silken clothes. Ibn Saud has 
abolished the right to use titles and 
decorations awarded by the previous ruler 
of the Hedjaz.

THE GOVERNMENT AND 
DISARMAMENT. 
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The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
There have lately been signs of a tendency 
in this country to use peace propaganda for 
party purposes. It was Lord Cecil who gave 
the opportunity. The circumstances of his 
resignation from the Cabinet immediately 
after the Three-Power Naval Conference gave 
currency to an idea that the Government was 
not doing enough for peace. particularly in 
the matter of disarmament. Certainly Lord 
Cecil’s action had a bad effect in America. 
Intelligent opinion in the United States 
began by regarding the failure of the Naval 
Conference with equanimity, and “was quite 
willing to apportion the blame among all 
concerned, and to hope for better luck next 
time. 

When Lord Cecil’s resignation an- 
nounced the feeling changed. It was at once 
assumed that he could not have taken this 
step unless he had known that his Govern- 
ment was not sincere about disarmament, 
and that there was something in those 
charges of sinister Naval designs which some 
American extremists during the Conference 
had attributed to Great Britain. It was 
easier after that for the United States big 
Navy group to insist on an immediate in- 
crease in the Naval estimates. Altogethe: 
it is an unfortunate incident, which has, for 
the time being, diminished the possibilities 
of co-operation between the United States 
and the British Empire for the maintenance 
of peace. 

AN OPPORTUNIST. MOVE. 

Lord Cecil's resignation was not taken so 
seriously in his own country, but 
opponents of the Government, depressed by 
the general dullness of the season, saw voppor- 
tunities in the disarmament campaign 1m 
which he is now engaged, under the auspices 
of the League of Nations Union.

MR. FAHERTY’S VIEWS.

From A SPECIAL CORRBSPONDENT. 
LONDON, Saturday. 

Mr. Michael J. Faherty, Chairman of the 
Chicago Subway Commission, and the party 
of delegates who accompanied him to Europe 
to investigate subway conditions, sailed for 
America to-day aboard the Berengaria, from 
Southampton, having completed an exhaus- 
tive investigation of all European subways, 
and they are ready to start digging on the 
new sulfway underground in Chicago as soon 
as the law allows them. 

Mr. Faherty told me just before his de- 
parture that every subway he had seen had 
its good points, and was suited for the pro- 
blem that it was designed to meet, but that 
the Chicago subway would have to be 
different from any of them, embodying all the 
good points of all and avoiding all of their 
mistakes. 

The Chicago Chairman’s idea for the first 
Chicago subway is to sink the street level 
16 feet and roof it over, and run the trains 
down the centre of the street, reserving the 
sides as sidewalks upon which store windows 
and shop fronts could be installed, which 
might be as beautiful as the ground level 
displays. 

METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 

Mr. Faherty’s idea is to start digging in 
the heart of the loop, and to extend the sub. 
way as it goes along, relieving the worst 
congestions and mitigating the tracfh pro- 
blems, but, nevertheless, “ns. Ah the plans 
to cover all of Chicago in mind. He thinks 
that the system of dropping the street is 
the best and most economical and the 
quickest plan for solving the immediate pro- 
blem, but he visualises in the future a more 
low level tube, or, as in London, the deep 
bore principle bronght into action.

HOME SECRETARY OPPOSES 
THE MEASURE. —. 


OBJECTIONS STATED IN 
MEMORANDUM, 


- 


The British Home Secretary (Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks) on Saturday addressed a 
memorandum to the Ecclesiastical Committee 


English Prayer Book. 

He urges that the Deposited Book should 
not receive Parliamentary approval, 
declares that the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
recent assurances on Church discipline are 
insufficient. 

Finally, Sir William submits that the 
measure should be referred back to the 
Church Assembly for more mature considera- 
tion and amendment, and that in the mean- 
time the Assembly might embody in a 
separate Measure those parts of the new Book 
in which there is almost general agreement. 


Deposited Boek has obtained the unanimous 
support of Church people, and quotes the 
Bishop of Gloucester as having admitted that 
at least ninety per cent. of the ordinary mem- 
bers of the Church of England would much 
prefer that there should be no alteration in 
the Prayer Book. 

The memorandum goes ‘on:—‘‘ The 
Deposited Book and the measure which 
authorises it confer extensive powers for the 
regulation of, Divine Service upon the Arch- 
bishops and Bishops, without. any security for 
their proper use,” and it is pointed out that 
there is no guarantee that individual Bishops 
will not in future ignore legal restrictions, as 
they have been accustomed to do for many 
years past. ‘‘ Vague assurances have been 
offered, but these are very indefinite, and, in 
any case, could only affect those who make 
them. Their successors would not be bound 
by them. 

“é There are other restrictions expressed in 
the clauses of the measure cited above which 
are equally unsubstantial. In ‘clause 4 the 
rules to be made must be such as are “re- 
quired or authorised under any rubric of the 
Deposited Book.’ 

“ But the Bishops alone are to be the 
judges as to whether any rules are required or 
authorised to be made under any particular 
rubric, and their rules will have all the force 
of an Act of Parliament. .There can be no 
finality, for they are to be made or rescinded 
at discretion, 


RESERVATION. 


“In the * Proposed Rules for Reservation,’ 
it is provided that the consecrated bread and 
wine shall be reserved in an ‘aumbry” set in 
the north wall of the sanctuary or of the 
chapel, ‘or, if need be, shall be reserved in 
some other place approved by the Bishop.’ 
There is nothing here to prevent any Bishop 
from approving of Reservation in a Taber- 
nacle on the ‘ High Altar,’ and thereby com- 
pletely neutralising the ‘ safeguards’ against 
abuse contained in the Book. 

‘It is, moreover, provided that the supple- 
mentary orders and forms of public. prayer

‘Suppose that they, or any one of them, 
should approve a supplementary form of Ser- 
vice for Corpus Christi Day, it is difficult to 
see how this could be objected to as being 
contrary to the doctrine of the Church of 
England, when the Deposited Book already 
contains the colléct, epistle, and gospel used 
in the Roman Church on Corpus Christi Day, 

‘That festival does not appear by name 
in the Deposited Book; but under the. title 
‘Thanksgiving for the Institution of Holy 
Communion,’ the Corpus Christi collect, 
epistle, and gospel from the Roman Missal 
are provided; and, if a Bishop should 
authorise the full observance of the Day, he 
could well claim that it was in accordance 
with the doctrine of the Church of England. 

““In so casual and incidental a manner is 
the government of the @hurch of England 
being transferred from the constitutional 
system we have hitherto known “to an 
Nigarchy consisting of Bishops whose neglect 
o} their plain duty to Maintain discipline and 
order has brought the Church to its present 
divided and difficult position, 

‘‘In the same casual and -incidental way 
that this measure profoundly modifies’ the 
constitutional system of the Church, so does 
the Deposited k modify its doctrine. It 
goes far towards undoing the work which 
was accomplished for the Church of England 
at the Reformation. 

‘There is no expressed intention of any 
change of doctrine. Indeed, the intention 
is expressly denied. But many things are 
brought back into the Prayer Book which 
were removed for definite. doctrinal reasons 
at the Reformation.” 


CERTAIN CHARGES, 


The Memorandum contends that’ the: per- 
mission of. the practice of Reservation will 
"8 additional support to the doctrine of the 

eal Presence in the consecrated elements. 
Attention is directed to the restoration of 
the commemoration of Corpus.Christi, under 
the title of “ Thanksgiving for the Institu- 
tion of Holy Communion,” the restoration 
of the chasuble, or sacrificial ,vestment, of the 
use of wafers in place of. bread, of the mixed 
chalice, and of the ‘‘ Commemoration of All 
Souls,’” and the Memorandum: proceeds :— 
“It can hardly be denied that the above 
changes, with others that might be men- 
tioned, do make a change in doctrine, and 
that in the direction of. Reman teaching, 
which the English Church emphatically re- 
jected at the Reformation.”’ The Royal 
Commission of 1904-6 is quoted in support 
of this view. 

The attention. of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee is also called to the change which is 
made by placing the Prayers for the King 
among the ‘‘ Occasional Prayers and Thanks- 

ivings to be said at the discretion of the 

linister. The petitions for the King and 

for the Royal Family which occur in the 
Litany may also be said or omitted at the 
discretion of the Minister. “ These prayers 
are thereby made optional, and thus may 
never be used.’’ 

As to the ‘“ optional ” use of the new Book, 
it is stated that if a bishop should side with 
an incumbent, who desiréd the new Book, as 
against the Parish Church Council, which de- 
sired to retain the old, the congregation 
would have the new Book forced upon them, 
and would have no redress. 

The Memorandum concludes :— 

‘There is no definite official statement by 
the Bishops that they will enforce compliance 
with the new Book, and bring all those who 
exceed it into submission. They will not 
even openly declare, as I have urged them, 
that they will not promote those who are 
contumacious. 

“There can, therefore, be no finality about 
this revision, but it will inevitably be used: 
as a jumping-off ground for further demands 
from those who advocate and adopt Romanis- 
ing practices.’’

WICKLOW BOARD. 


Before Judge Doyle and a jury at Wicklow 
Circuit Court last Saturday, Thomas Curran, 
a fisherman from”Kilkeel, County Down, sued 
the Wicklow Harbour Commissioners for £oU0 
damages for the loss of his son, Patrick 
Joseph Curran, who was drowned in the 
harbour on the night of 2lst April last, on 
the ground of negligence in not having the 
quay lighted, and- in having timber strewn 
upon the quay road.

Mr. Maguire said that Patrick Curran v 
one of a family of seven, and a member of the 
crew of the Francis Russell, a fishing boat 
from Kilkeel, which was following the herring 
fishing down south last April, and put 
Wicklow.

Kilmorey. Except for a green light 
navigation purposes, the quays were unlig’ 
on this dark night, but two new 
lights had been erected at the place since.

John Cousins, a member of the Fra: 
Russell’s crew, stated that they am 
Wicklow Harbour at about 5.60 p.m. t 
day, and at 9.45 he and Curran went walk 
through the town. On their return, 
was very dark, and there were no lamps | 
they went slowly and carefully along 
quay towards their boat, which was mo 
at the pierkead. The witness at one poi 
took a long step round a pile of timber | 
near the quay eáge, and went ahead 
Curran. Hearing a thnd, he turned quick): 
striking his foot against something. The: 
he heard Curran call out his name and heard 
a splash. He called out that ' Pat” was in 
the river, and then, not seeing any sign oi 
struggle, he avent to the boat and the 
launcned the yawl, with which they returned 
to the spot. Another from the South 
Quay crossed over, and finally they recovered 
the body with grappling irons. — 

Cross-examined—He had never expressed 
an opinion as to whether Curran could swim. 
He had not stated at the inquest that the: 
walked single file or that he first heard a 
thud. 

John Lawless and Michael Neill, two loca! 
sailors, who heard the cry and assisted in the 
search for the body, said that it was a very 
dark night, and even they would have to keep 
a sharp look-out walking the quays. 

_ John McGraynor stated that he was mind 
ing one of the piles of timber on that quay 
for a merchant, and exchanged greetings with 
the two men as they returned to 
their boat at about 10.45 p.m. in 
cross-examination, this witness said that t! 
were three ways by which they could h; 
reached the boat, one being to approach th» 
navigation light directly along the quay read; 
the way they had gone down, and the w: 
they had originally come up for their boat. 
Civic Guards, who assisted after the 
accident, gave evidence of the danger incurre:! 
in the dark. 

Mr. Leonard said that it was absurd 
ask the Commissioners for a little place | 
Wicklow to light quays so that people could 
run about them; parts of the quays were lit 
because ships were being worked there. 
For persons coming to this boat the ordihary 
way was to approach the navigation light. 
which gave hght to the rear, and beneath 
which was the accommodation ladder whe 
the boat had been moored at the directions : 
the harbour master—to keep along this 
perfectly level space, rather than cross logs 
and obstacles. While the night was dar! 
large objects could be seen at some distance 
and Cousins was enabled to get over thos 
obstacles in safety. Whether Curran cou! 
er could not swim it was extraordinary that 
there was no struggle in the water, and as 
there were no marks on the body, he 
advanced the suggestion of a sudden 
weakness. It had been stated that the 
projecting logs went within 3ft. Qin. of the 
quay edge; and while their own by-law of 6ft. 
clear space was excellent if it could be ob- 
served, the Board of Trade regulation speci 
fied 3ft. 

James Goodman, Harbour Master, said that 
he told the skipper to go down to the pier 
and ladder. By kis measurements the log 
was 4it. Sin. from the quay edge. 

Mr. Moore suggested that, having come up 
by the railway siding, the deceased in the 
dark imagined that he was returning the same 
way, and walked over the edge. For one 
shilling harbour dues they could not expect 
the attention givea to an Atlantic liner dock- 
ing in Liverpool; they received safe mooring 
and anchorage, a ladder and light. 

Mr. Ryan asked the jury to dismiss the 
fantastic suggestion as to weakness from 
their minds, as the man entered the waiter 
alive. By failing to enforce their own by) 
laws the Commissioners were guilty of negh- 
gence 

The jury found the Commissioners solely re- 
sponsible for the accident. and awarded £175, 
apportioning £100 to the father and “£75 ta
